In view of Lthe fact that
among dogs of rables, canine madness
or hydrophobla, has unfortunately ap-
peared In this elty, and also that an or-
der has been Issued from the depart-
ment of public safety requesting own-
ers to muzzle thelr dogs whenever the
latter arve allowed to run at large, it
seems apropos to Inform the public
concerning o most Important phase of
the matter, viz.: A ¢lear description of
the symptoms shown by a mad dog,
that owners may bhe asslsted to distin-
gulsh clearly between symptoms of
raubles  and  thoge harvmless  diseases
from which dogs mayv sufler,

Rables appears in one of two lorms,
vizg., the dumb oy paralytic: the furlous
or frritible, The former may early be
discerned by paralysis of the lower jaw,
Because the Juw drops the dog's mouth
Is constantly open. Sullvie runs freely
frony the mouth becpuse the victim s
powerless to swallow It As o rule this
Kind of a mad dig Is oqudet amd tran-
quil, It seeks o quiot oliwe and les
there, but appears dull and duzed, The
dog cannot bite becuuse of the par-
alyaed  Jiw, hence not  dangerous,
But i1 a pevson should put hig hand In
the animal’s mouth and 1 was cut by
the dog's teeth, the result would be
the sume as 0 bitten,  Oceasionally an
aethve case of dumb rables [ seen. In
Its extreme restlessness the dog trots
about, a plteous, woe-hegons expression
on g face, the mouth open and i1a
lower Jaw paralyzed. As the disease
progresses parialysls  extends Lo legs,
biek and entive body, when the dog
Hes

AR such cises ire comparatively hurin-
less from beginning to end of the at-
tuck, this Is indeed fortunuate, This
class usanlly die from the fth to the
seventh day.

onsily detected, In most cages In thia
olnrg the dog at fivat Is dull and morose

nn i aehamed. It seaks sympnihy,
may be affectlionate, loving to caress
ite master hy lleking the hand.  But
ita general behnvior is entirely changed.
It can plainly be seen the dog acis In
n nervouR, unneturnl manner, that s
ways have changed, 10 becomesr move
reatlegs, manifested by the dog's Iying
down, then In n few seconds quickly
rising and walklng about, A= the ner-
vous symptomn progresa in these caren
the dog ususlly wanders, often milen
from home, biting people, especially
ohilldren, also doge and other anlmols,
The dog generally dies from parnlynia
before the ninth day,

In this manner, and in thie alone, In
the digease of rables passed from one
dog to nnother, until it becomes khown
that a number of doge have heen hit-
ten. This Is what constitutes nn out-
brenls,

Anton fow other symptoms: the bark
and volee of the dog are entirely
changed, Sallva may or mny not run
from the mouth, Tt may drink woter
until sortly befara death, Tt may act
n® If n bone were In its throat, Of
course such {8 possible with any dog.
But especially during nan outbreak of
rabies people should u=e great care
In putting thelr fingera Into n dog's
mouth

If known, the svinplomg above enu-
merated are sufMieient 1o enable any
Intelligent perron to quite posltively
diagnose a case of rables, But greant
eare must be taken not to confound
symploms of other diseases In dogs
with the Lypleal symplomg of rahles,
For example—it lg quite common for
o, dog te have a fit or a convulaion. 1t
may have paln—muy appear nervous
and restless, but there will be marked
symptoms  of  pain, It mny have
trouble In the mouth—toothache per-
haps, neuralgin, bowel trouble, ate.
These amd many other allments will
cause the dog to appear sick—unnatu-
ral, but not necessarlly rabld,

A vast number of dogs, not rhbid,
but uffleted with other disenses, have
heen foolighly destroyed. Such n thing
Is wrong, Is unnecessary, If the dog
be confined o few days the facls as to
cause of the trouble become positively
known,

Most dogg are owned by people who
value them highly. They want no
harm to come to these pets, A dog s
not to blame for becoming mnd., It ia
an aceldent and might have been avert-
¢d had some owners been more careful,
Hence, Il during an outbreak, all own-
ers of dogs will #ee that thelr dog
ghall not roam about without an ef-
flelent muzzle, much will have been
accomplished, For by such sensible
co-operation between the people and
our sanitary authorities the result of
stopping the spread of rabies will be
necomulished,

Thus valuable dogs and pet dogs
will be saved, to say nothing of the
lves of people who are in great danger
during an outbreak of rables,

In conclusion, It would apvpear far
more reasonable to reaquire the muz-
#ling of dogs during an outbreak than
during the hot dog days of sminmer,
when there Is no outbreak, and which
custom I& found in nearly every clty,

It Is to be deplored that some news-
papers, Instend of counseling reason,
magnify and distort, ag well as allow
thelr columns, which should be used
to calm the public mind when Ot the
fice of danger, to become n means of
cpusing undue excitement aml gpread-
ing alurm to the poesible lujury of peo-
ple and propertv,
